Society then adjourned to meet at P. M., in Anniversary

Met pursuant to adjournment, J. T. Murra^^, Yice President, in 
the ehair. The anniversary address was delivered by F. T. Tagg. 
W. S. Hammond and E. S. Eowe made appeals for liberal collec- 
tions, which were lifted and placed in the hands of the Steward 
for distribution. 

Conference resumed its session, and considered the paper from 
Georgetown Station, providing for the entertainment of the Con- 
ference in the future. A motion was made to recommit, with 
instructions to refer the whole question of the entertainment of 
ministers and delegates to the respeetive Quarterly Conferences, 
which was lost, and W. M. Stray^er offered the following resolution : 

That the Ministerial and Lay members of this Conference hereafter attend 
its sessions at their own charges, unless they make arrangements with the 
Quarterly Conferences to pay them, and the church where the Conference 
meets be relieved from all obligation to provide entertainment. 

The order of the day amved, viz : the consideration of the in- 
terests of Western Maryland College. 
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The Committee on the College submitted its report, which was 
adopted, as follows ; 

The Committee on Western Maryland College respectfully report as follows: 

We have a high estimate of the value of this Institution to our denomina- 
tion. It has already done good service to the Church, fully compensating us 
for all* the money which has been raised for its benem in the Maryland Dis- 
trict. The general management of the aflairs of the College has been sucli as 
to give us confidence in the official ability of those who have controlled its 
several departments. And we hereby express our confidence in the Board of 
Trustees, the local board and the Faculty. 

The report of the Board of Trustees is not encouraging as to the present 
financial condition of the College ; it indicates that a crisis has been reached 
requiring the gravest consideration and the most prompt aftd determined ac- 
tion. The debt already too heavy to be carried, and annually increasing, must 
be provided for, or the College enterprise must be abandoned. The Confer- 
ence must say whether it is Worth the effort required to save it, and if its 
decision is affirmative, the Church must sustain that decision within the year 
by contributions sufficient to pay off the debt. The measures of relief here- 
tofore proposed have been only partial ; we must now adopt one that will be 
complete and final. This failing, no further appeal can be made ; succeeding, 
the College will be established upon a perm^ent basis. The plan must not 
risk the loss of a single dollar contributed. The plan adopted by the Board 
of Trustees at the annual meeting in January, 1878, is as follows : 

That individual notes be secured, payable at such time as may be agreed to 
by the maker of the note and the Agent ; said notes to be binding only upon 
conditon that enough reliable obligations be secured to cover the sum of 
Twenty-five Thousand Dollars. That the money resulting from these notes 
shall be deposited in bank to the credit of the Educational Endowment So- 
ciety of the Maryland Annual Conference of the M. P. Church, and no part 
of the same shall be used until the entire amount of $25,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary to pay the entire debt, shall have been actually 
paid in. That it shall then be used by the said Society to liquidate the in- 
debtedness upon the property of Western Maryland College, relieving it of all 
incumbrance ; and the Board of Trustees shall then convey said property by 
deed of mortgage to the said Educational Endowment Society. 

In case of ultimate failure to obtain the entire amount necessary to pay the 
debt, the money paid in shall be refunded to the donors, if required. 

To carry out this plan it is proposed to enlist the services of Rev. J. B. 
Walker, whose successful work of fifteen years in financial agencies of the 
Methodist Church demonstrate his eminent fitness for this service. We re- 
commend the adoption of this plan, and endorse the selection of the person 
for the agency. 

We commend the Agent, Rev. J. B. Walker, to our people throughout the 
Maryland District, and enjoin upon the Pastors co-operation with him in his 
work. 

We also recommend that the Conference assent to .the proposition of the 
Board of Trustees, that whatever monies may hereafter be raised on the 
assessment plan, be placed in their hands for such use as they may determine 
will do the most good, and not require them to apply it to the payment of the 
Liens. 

The itemized report of the College Agent, Rev. J. W. Charlton, will be read. 
The Committee sympathize with the Board of Trustees in disappointment 
that the agency did not fulfil their high hopes of its success. 

In the report of Dr. H. F. Zollickofler, Agent, he acknowledges that in view 
of the extreme urgency of the claims against the College for current expenses, 
placing the credit of the institution in great jeopardy, he did not conform to 
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direction of Conference (see Minutes of 1876, p. 22,) in regard to the applica- 
tion of funds received by him, but applied them to the use of the College for 
current expenses. For this amount he took the corporate note of the College, 
and passed the same to the Treasure/of the Maiyland Educational Endowment 
Society of the M. P. Church. 

We recommend, under the circumstances, the justification of this oflicial act 
of the Agent, Dr. Zollickofler. 

The committee recommend the re-adoption of the resolutions of the last 
Conference : 

“ 1. Resolved, That the assessments made heretofore be collected and paid 
over as soon as practicable ; and that Superintendents be enjoined to give this 
business their prompt attention and faithful exertions. 

“ 2. Resolved, That it be recommended to all our ministers and members to 
use their infiuence in behalf of an increase of students ; and by all honorable 
means to promote the prosperity of Western Maryland College.” 

Your Committee find in the report of the assets of the College a large 
amount due on account of tuition and board, and deprecate the departure to 
so great an extent from the rule of advance payment, and recommend the 
adoption of the following : 

Resolved, That the College authorities be instructed to carry out more fully 
and impartially the prepayment of expenses by those enjoying the benefits of 
the College.

1. Tliat Cecil Circuit be divided, so that Harmony and Bethesda appoint- 
ments be set off as a Circuit, to be called Rowlandville Circuit. 

2. The changing of the name of Prince William Mission to Guilford Circuit. 

3. The request of Cumberland Station, that Lonaconing be taken up as a 
mission, and supplied by a pastor, be granted. 

4. That Hampden Mission and Eutaw Station be separated. 

5. That Harper’s Ferry Mission be divided, so as to leave Harper’s Ferry 
as a mission, and Smithfield and Three Runs set off as a circuit, to be called 
Middleway. 

, 6. That the request of Snow Hill Circuit be granted ; that is, to set off 

Chincoteague Island as a mission, and to be supplied by a married man ; and 
connect Pittsville and Wattsville with Snow Hill Circuit, to be supplied by 
one married and one^ingle preacher. 

J. K. Nichols presented a paper, which, on motion, was referred 
to the Committee on Finance without instruction. 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That the' Conference Steward be authorized to refund the Presi- 
dent the sum of five dollars, paid for a satchel for official uses ; and, also, that 
he be authorized to purchase suitable satchels for the use of the Conference 
Steward, and the Stewards of the Missionary and the' Superannuated Fund. 

The Committee on the President’s Report read their report, 
when, the hour having arrived for worship, the President con 
ducted the services, and D. F. Ewell pronounced the benediction.

Conference reli^ous services conducted by E. J. Drinkhouse.' 
Conference resumed consideration of the report of Committee 
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on the President’s Eeport, which was under consideration at close

The Committee on President’s Report respectfully submit the following: 

We have given the Report of the President a careful examination, and are 
pleased with its fulness of detail, and the ability which marks its preparation. 
Believing that the general, as well as local, interests of the Methodist Protes- 
tant Church within the bounds of the Maryland District demands that definite 
and decided action be taken upon the suggestions therein contained, we re- 
spectfully recommend : 

1st. That the attention of Pastors be called to the law relative to the deed- 
ing and incorporation of Church property. Manual, p. 68. 

2d. A reference of that part referring to missions and missionaries to the’ 
Missionary Committee. 

3d. A reference of that part referring to superannuated claimants to the 
Conference Committee on such claimants. 

4th. A reference of that part referring to The Methodist Protestant to 
the Committee on Literature. 

5th. A reference of that part referring to Western Maryland College, to the 
Conference Committee on said College. 

6th. That a special committee be appointed to arrange for a semi-centennial 
service, to be held at a convenient time during the present session of Confer- 
ence. 

. 7th. A reference of Middlebrook and Keyser appointments to the Committee 
on Boundaries. 

A paper was received from Alexandria, and was refer^fed to the 
Committee on Missions. 

A letter was received from J. Clay, and he was left without an 
appointment at his own request for one year. 

The following resolution was adopted ; 

Resolved^ That each Pastor be ^^quired to report to this Conference, at its 
next session, the amount of church debt on his charge. 

The report of the Committee* on Temperance was read and 
adopted, as follows : 

Report op Committee on Temperance. 

Whereas, The exigencies of the present seem to demand an emphasized 
expression of judgment and feeling upon the subject of Temperance by this 
Conference : 

Resolved, 1st, That we regard the manufacture, sale and use of intoxicating 
liquors, as a beverage, as a great evil, morally wrong in principle and deprav- 
ing in its influences. 

Resolved, M, That we cordially recognize all legitimate, Christian efforts for 
the suppression of intemperance, and extend to the workers in this noble 
cause our warmest sympathies, and pledge them our active co-operation. 

The report of the Committee on Supply outside the District was 
adopted, as follows : 
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The Committee on the Supply of Churches Outside of the District respect- 
fully recommend that the request from St. John’s Independent M. P. church, 
for the return, ms its Assistant Pastor, of Rev. T. H. Lewis, be granted. 

On motion of J. T. Murray, J. J. Murray was left without an 
appointment for one year at his own request. 

On motion of S. B. Southerland, J. L. Mills was left without 
appointment one year, with a view to the supply of Montgomery 
Station. 

• The application of Ileathsville for ministerial supply was laid 
over until Monday. 

The Committee on Ecclesiastical Communications and Yisita- 
tions made their report, which was adopted, as follows: 

The Committee on Ecclesiastical Communications and Visitations beg leave 
to report that letters of fraternal greetings have been received from Revs. W. 
M. Betts and George Nestor, of the West Virginia Conference, M. P. Church; 
from Revs. Alson Gray, D. D., and W. H. Wills, D. D., of tlie North Carolina

The Special Committee requested by the President report as 
follows, which was adopted : 

Special Committee. 

Your Committee beg leave to report, first, on the paper from Little George- 
town, that we have not information enough to justify us in making recom- 
mendation to the Conference. 

Secondly. In the matter of the sale of Clearspring Church, we recommend 
that the President of the Conference be authorized to investigate all the legal 
and ecclesiastical points bearing on the subject, and to proceed according to 
his best judgment in the case. 

Conference resumed consideration of the Keport of Committee 
on “ Suffrage and Eligibility to Office,” and the whole report was 
adopted, as follows : 

Your Committee, to whom were referred the subject of “ Suffrage and Eligi- 
bility,” respectfully recommend the adoption of the following as the law of the 
Methodist Protestant Church within the Maryland District : 

Item 1st. Every minister, preacher and member, in full communion and 
fellowship, having attained to the age of twenty-one years, shall be entitled to 
vote in all cases. 

Item 2d. All members, in full communion and fellowship, shall have the 
right to vote in the election of their class-leaders ; and those who have attained 
to the age of twenty-one years, shall be “ qualified members ” for the purposes 
indicated in Section 3 of Article IV. of Constitution, and in divisions 1 and 4 
of “ General Duties of Trustees,” found on pages 58 and 59 of Discipline. 

Item 3d. Every minister, preacher, and lay male member in full communion 
and fellowship, having attained to the age of twenty-five years, shall be eligible 
as a representative in the General Conference. 

Item 4th. Every male member in full 'communion and fellowship, having 
attained to the age of twenty-one years, shall be eligible as a steward and as a 
trustee ; and, also, as a delegate to the Annual Conference. 

Item 5th. No minister shall be eligible to the office of President of the An- 
nual Conference until he shall have faithfully exercised the office of Elder two 
years. 

A statement from the Attorney and Auditing Committee in the 
Broadway church case, was presented, and referred to the Com- 
mitiee on Broadway Church. 

The Committee on Literature made a report, which was read 
and adopted, as follows : 

The Committee on Literature beg leave to report as follows : 

The Committee have examined with -care the report of the Book Directory 
of the Methodist Photestant, and are satisfied with the correctness of their 
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statements, and with the general management of the interests entrusted to 
their care. And while we regret the humiliating fact with regard to the loss 
of one hundred subscribers in the bounds of the Maryland District, we are 
satisfied that the loss is not attributable to the want of judgment or energy on 
the part of the Directory, or to lack of skill in the editorial management of the 

E apen We are gratified to learn that an appreciable increase of subscribers 
as been realized in all the other Conferences, except North Carolina, which 
sustains a local paper in the interest of her own Coiiference, and that this 
increase not only covers the loss of 100 at home, but leaves an excess of 150 
above. The number of new subscribers aggregates about 400. What the 
Concern needs to put it upon a proper basis and secure its success is an in- 
crease of about 500 new subscribers. This number, we think, ought to be 
secured in Methodist Protestant families in the Maryland District. We have 
now a circulation of only about one paper to every thirteen members. This is 
not creditable to our Church, and does not bespeak that intelligent interest in 
the Church that we would reasonably expect. The Directory desires some 
plan to be suggested by this Conference that would become immediately opera- 
tive, to remedy this defect. Your committee are at a loss to suggest any 
plan that will insure success. The expenses of an agent are a serious draw- 
back to any success that might be hoped for in that direction. One plan only 
seems practicable, and that might be deemed objectionable, on account of the 
risk it involves to those who would be required to assume the responsibility. 
It is the only plan we can propose, namely, that each member of tWs Confer- 
ence become personally responsible for one or more subscribers during the 
coming year. This would give a new impetus to the paper and secure, we 
have no doubt, the aid requisite to insure success. Our paper and our Church 
Discipline ought to be in every Methodist Protestant family. 

Another item of painful interest was brought to the attention of your Com- 
mittee by the report of the Directory. Our Book Agent and Publisher at 
Baltimore, Bro. W. J. C. Dulany, has been severely criticised and blamed by 
some of the Western Conferences. They have charged onr Agent with a 
failure to fulfill his contract with the Convention, in not having published a 
faithful report of the actions of the Convention. 

They have attempted thereby to exonerate themselves from all obligation 
to pay their proportion of the assessed expense of publishing. The Agent, 
realizing the serious consequences of such charges, desii’es a full investigation 
of the facts, believing that he can fully vindicate himself Irom the charges 
alleged, and receive the endorsement of this Conference as to the fidelity with 
which he has fulfilled his contract with said Convention. Your Committee, 
having examined both persons and papers, are fully persuaded that Bro. W. J. 
C. Dulany has not only fully performed his part of the contract, but did more, 
having published for gratuitous distribution 2,000 extra copies. And, further- 
more, the failure of sundry Conferences to fulfill their obligations has subjected 
him to a loss of $150.00. 

Your Committee, therefore, regard these charges as injurious and unjust, 
and not sustained by the facts in the case. ip 

Your Committee are favoi*ably impressed with the College Repertory, 
and recommend the passage of the resolution submitted by Revs. J. K. Nichols 
and L. W. Bates : 

“ Whereas, There exists in the Methodist Protestant Church a great and 
growing need of a literature especially adapted to us as a denomination ; and, 
whereas this need is endeavored to be met, in part, by the College Reper- 
tory, published monthly at Adrian, Mich., by Prof. D. S. Stephens ; therefore, 
Be%dved^ That we, as an Annual Conference, will do all we can, consistently 
with obligations already assumed, to promote the circulation of the said peri- 
odical among our people ; and we do hereby commend it to their favorable 
notice, as worthy of their cordial support.”

Report op Committee on Ministerial Education. 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the subject of ministerial education, 
■ubmit the following report : ' 

That we heartily endorse and recommend the Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Board of Ministerial Education, located at Pittsburgh, Pa. 

We would call attention to the disciplinary requirement, to be found on 
pages 51 and 55 of the Discipline, requiring “ aid and support to all the Church 
Boards,” and an annual collection to be raised in all our churches for this im- 
portant work. 

We would also commend to all our churches the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Board, Rev. J. B. Walker, whose work in this department has already 
met with such eminent success. 

Your Committee suggests, that great caution be exercised v in recommending 
young men to this Board — that only those should -be selected who are truly 
worthy and of promising talent. 

We have had before us Frederick C. Klein, and are fully satisfied that he is 
a proper young man to recommend to the fostering care of this Board, and do 
hereby make the recommendation. 

The report of Committee on Adjustment was adopted, except 
the last item, which was postponed for one year. 

Report op the Committee on Adjustment. 

'>The Committee on Adjustment beg leave to report as follows : 

1st. We recommend that the itemized statement of the collections for the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society be published in the Minutes of this 
Conference. _ ^ 

2d. That the old form of Superintendents’ Reports be abandoned, and the 
new disciplinary form be adopted, suimlemented by these additional questions : 
Superannuated * Fund ? Conference Fund? Maryland Tract Society? and 
Amount received from other Sources ? in relation to salary. 

3d. Sub-Districts. See p. 46, Sec. 28, Discipline. First, that there be two 
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districts on the Eastern Shore, and that the Choptank river be the dividing 
line; the upper, including Newark, N. J., to be known as Sub-District No. 1, 
the lower as No. 2. That No. 3 include Baltimore city, Westminster, Eutaw, 
Hampden, Belair, Baltimore Circuit, Finksbur^ Stewartstown, Susquehanna, 
Deer Creek and Fawn Grove. No. 4 include Washin^on city, Georgetown, 
all the work in Virginia, Anne Arundel, Severn, Centralia and All Saints. No. 
6 include all the charges bordering on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, from 
Ellicott City west, and Pipe Creek, Liberty, Jefferson, Lewistown, Middleway, 
Bedford, Rainsburg and Concord. No. 6 shall consist of Charleston, S. C., and 
all the churches associated with it.. The Committee further recommend that 
the President, in announcing the plan of appointments, shall group them ac- 
cording to these divisions, naming the chairman of each sub-district. 

Also, that the matter of Church Extension be referred to the Conference. 

On motion, it was determined that one layman shall be elected 
by Members’ Meetings in Stations, and Quarterly Conference in 
Circuits,' for each pastor in District meetings. 

The foUowing resolution was adoptedri 

Besdked, That in the event the Board of Missions find it expedient and ne- 
cessa]^ to build a chapel in the northwestern part of the city of Baltimore, 
that it shall be dedicated under the title of “ The Memorial Chapel.” 

On motion, it was resolved to hold our next annual session on 
the seeond Wednesday in March, 1879.

RESOLUTIONS. 



Resolved, That the Steward of the Superannuated Fund be, and he is hereby 
instructed, to put back on the list of Claimants on the Fund, Sister Margaret 
Varden,' who was struck from that list by the Report of the Committee on 
Claimants at the last Conference, and that she be allowed her proper dividend 
on \]ie funds of the present year. 

Resolved, That the Chairman of the Committee on Entertainment of Dele- 
gates to the Greneral Convention be instructed to pay the twenty dollars now 
in hand as the assessment of this Conference for the publication of the Jour- 
nal, and that in the distribution they be sent to those charges which contribu- 
ted to entertainment expenses. 

Resolved, That the Conference Steward be authorized to refund the Presi- 
dent the sum of five dollars, paid for a satchel for official uses ; and, also, that 
he be authorized to purchase suitable satchels for the use of the Conference 
Steward, and the Stewards of the Missionary and the Superannuated Fund. 

Whereas, The General Convention of the Church has intervened between 
the last session of this Conference and the present ; therefore. 

Resolved, That a committee of three ministers and two laymen, with Dr. E./ 
J. Drinkhouse as chairman, be appointed on adjustment, to examine the 
Journal of said General Convention and report to this body what action is 
necessary to harmonize its work with the new law of the Church. 
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Resolved, That each Pastor be required to report to this Conference, at its 
next session, the amount of church debt on his charge. 

Resolved, That if no invitation for the entertainment of the 51st Maryland 
Annual Conference be received by the President on or before the 1st day of 
November, proximo, he shall, in conjunction with the Standing District Com- 
mittee, appoint a place and notify the District thereof, through the Methodist 
Protestant, that the respective Quarterly Conferences may make provision 
for the entertainment of their own ministers and representatives. 

Resolved, Thai the Pastor of the East Baltimore Station be authorized to 
give certificates to the members of Broadway church, in good standing. 

Resolved, That this Conference disapproves of the practice of mortgaging 
church or parsonage property for the puimose of paying* Pastor’s salary, 
directly or indirectly. 

Resolved, 1st, That the Board of Managers of the Missionary Society be au- 
thorized to trade the Norfolk church property in accordance with a proposition 
made to them. 

Resolved, 2d, That the $1,500.00 in money, accruing from the trade of Nor- 
folk church, be left with the Board of Managers for ^sposition. 

Whereas, The Maryland Tract Society is doing a great work in the cause 
of Christ, having employed during the past year eight regular colporteurs and 
263 volunteer tract distributors, who have visited 14,426 families, distributed 
2,092,285 pages of tracts, and report 163 well attested cases of conversion ; 
therefore be it 

Resolved,' That we, as a Conference, heartily endorse this work, and give the 
Tract Agent access to our pulpits, when it does not interfere with our work ; 
and that the amount thus raised be reported to the Conference in the official 
blank, just under the report of Bible Collections. 

Resolved, That in the event the Board of Missions find it expedient and ne- 
cessary to build a chapel in the northwestern part of the city of Baltimore, 
that it shall be dedicated under the title of “ The Memorial Chapel.” 

Resolved, That this Conference recognizes those who were members of Lex- 
ington-street church as members of the Methodist Protestant Church without 
organization, and authorize the missionary of Northwestern Mission to give to 
such as desire them, certificates of good standing, there appearing to him 
nothing to make his giving such certificates in individual cases improper. 

Resolved, That the Board of Foreign Missions at Springfield, Ohio, as recbg- 
nized by the General Convention of the Methodist Protestant Church, receives 
the endorsement of this Conference, and that we transfer our collections on 
this behalf from the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society to our own Board, 
and that we pledge ourselves to increased interest in this work. 

Resolved, That in the jud^ent of this Conference, it is very desirable that 
the Committee on Hymn Book, appointed by the General Convention, pro- 
ceed at once to compile a hymn book to be reported to the ensuing General 
Conference. 

Resolved, That in view of the missionary deficiencies of the past year, and 
the necessity of our missionaries receiving their appropriations at the earliest 
ypracticable moment, all our Pastors be requested to lift the missionary collec- 
tion early in the Conference ^ar, and forward the same to the Treasurer for 
distributions.

EEY. DANIEL EVANS KEESE, D. D. 

Rev. Daniel Evans Reese, D. D., departed this life, after a brief illness, at 
his residence in St. Michael’s, Talbot county, Md., on the 23d of April, 1877, in 
the 68th year of his age. 

Dr. Reese belonged to a family of preachers — four brothers — all of them 
gifted and able ministers of the New Testament; Rev. John S. Reese, M. D., a 
man of wonderful power, especially as a camp-meeting preacher ; Rev. Levi R. 
Reese, a man of brilliant talents and commanding presence in the sacred desk ; 
Rev. Eli Yeates Reese, D. D., both preacher and poet, a gifted son of song, and 
in the pulpit and on the platform the peer of the most popular orators of his 
day; and the subject of this notice, a man of acknowledged ability and useful- 
in his holy calling. 

Dr. Reese was bom in the city of Baltimore, Md., on the 17th day of Febru- 
ary, 1810. He was of Quaker stock, and it may here be acknowledged that 
Methodism has drawn some of its best blood and pulpit talent from that inter- 
esting source. Indeed, the Quaker and Methodist elements, though distinct in 
themselves, largely sympathize in character, and readily coalesce, like kindred 
drops, and mingle into one. No marvel, then, if when brought into contact, 
the deep inward feeling of the one should take form in the rapturous utte/rances 
of the other, silence break forth mlosong! His early religious training, 
therefore, was rather ef the spirit and inspiration, than of the forms and cere- 
monies of religion, leading him to look for the inward light, and revelation of 
Jesus Christ to his coni^cious experience. Accordingly, thus trained and in- 
structed, in his 14th year he gave his heart to the Saviour, united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and entered upon a life of consecration to God. 
His advantages of early education were limited, being confined to the ordinary 
schools of his native city, which in that day were far from being what they 
are now. But he felt he had something to live for, and “ he at once addressed 
himself to the development of mind and heart for usefulness in his day and 
generation.” 

About this time the Reform movement, in which his uncle, Rev. D. E. Reese, 
Sr., and his two older brothers, John S. and Levi R., bore so prominent a part, 
took its rise. Young Reese had his attention naturally drawn to the subject, 
and as he grew up, with intelligent thoughtfulness he took his position on the 
side of lay rights in the Church ; and when in 1828 the new Cliurch was or- 
ganized, he identified himself with it. Meanwhile, impressed that God had 
called him to preach the Gospel, he entered upon a course of preparati/on for 
the work, under the advice and direction of his brother. Dr. J. S. Reese, and in 
1829, then but in his 20th year, he commenced the great work of his life, as an 
itinerant minister in the Methodist Protestant Church. His first apiiointment 
was under the President, in the interval of Conference, as assistant on the old 
Deer Creek Circuit, the territory which is now cut up into five distinct charges. 
While on this field, near the close of the year, he had a dream, in which he saw 
his friend, Rev. Josiah Yarden, of precious memory, then a young man just 
contemplating the ministry, d< pressed in spirit and hesitant in regard to his 
duty. On waking out of sleep he was so impressed with his dream that he felt 
he must go to his friend and helj) him out of his mental conflicts, as though the 
Lord had called him to this service. With this impression on his mind, as the 
writer has heard him tell it, he rode all the way to Baltimore on horseback, 
called on his friend, and found him in the very state of mind in which he had 
seen him in his dream. The result of the interview was to induce Bro. Yarden 
to accompany him to his field of labor, when he preached for him several times, 
^d was much encofiyaged. The two young men continued to l^boy together 
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up to the time of Conference, when both were received on probation and reg- 
ularly appointed to the work. 

Dr. Reese soon took position in the Conference, and in the course of his itin- 
erant life was called to fill all the more important fields of labor on the District, 
both in city and country, and he always well sustained the work committed to 
his hands. For a nuniber of years he was charged with the onerous duties of 
Conference Steward, and he fulfilled the requirements of the office in the most 
.satisfactory manner. On the founding of the Western Maryland College in 
1868, as a mark of appreciation on the part of that institution. Dr. Reese was 
the first upon whom it conferred the honorary degree of D. D. — well bestowed 
compliment. He was repeatedly elected a representative to the General Con- 
ference ; he was a member of the General Convention which met in Montgomery, 
Ala., in 1867, and for three successive years, from 1871 to 1873, inclusive, he was 
President of the Maryland Annual Conference. All these positions he filled 
with credit to himself and satisfaction to the Church. 

On the 17th of July, 1834, Dr. Reese Avas united in marriage to Miss Anna B. 
J. Reed, daughter of Rev. George A. Reed, of Winchester, Va., who from that 
time to the day of his ,.death was his sympathizing, loving companion in the 
j)rivations and toils of itinerant life. Dr. Reese was a man of fine pei*sonal 
appearance, and was well preserved up to within a few years of his death, when 
a chronic infinnity began to make its inroads upon his health. He was a kind- 
hearted, companionable man, loved by his friends and highly- esteemed by all. 
As a friend he was true and obliging. In his domestic relations he was most 
tender and devoted, and was almost worshipped by the members of his family. 
As a preacher it has been said of him by another : “ In the pulpit he was ever 
forcible, and at times there was a fervid eloquence Avhich overawed all who 
heard him, and for the time gave him an almost complete mastery over the 
minds and hearts of his audience.” As a pastor, he was always w'elcoine 
among his people, his Christian cheerfulness ever shedding sunshine into their 
homes and hearts. 

At the close of Dr. Reese’s executive tenn in 1874, he was appointed to Ais-‘ 
quith street, Baltimore. But an unfortunate misunderstanding arising between 
that charge and the President in regard to tlie appointment, he magnanimously 
retired from the controversy, leaving the church to make its own arrangements, 
and took up his abode for the year with his son, Rev. W. W, Reese, of the 
Presbyterian Church, in Culpepper, Va, Here the Doctor was welcomed into 
all the pulpits of the place, and his preaching highly appreciated by the people. 

' At the ensuing Conference, in view of his age and impaired health, he was 
granted a superannuated relation, and removed with his family to 8t. Michael’s, 
Talbot county, Md., intending to make that his permanent place of residence. 
Here in this fine old Eastern Shore town, he found a pleasant home and con- 
genial associations. As a mental recreation he furnished occasional articles, on 
various subjects, for publication in the St. Michael’s Cornet^ a secular paper of 
the tQjvn. But agreeable as were these surroundings, he was destined, in the 
providence of God, not long to enjoy them. The Master had something better 
in store for His servant, and He said : “ It is enough ; come up higher !” He 
was sick but a few days, and for the most of the time in a state of unconscious 
ness. But as he neared the “ shining shore ” the mists of the mind were dissi- 
pated, and in full view of the “ better land,” he exclaimed in holy triumph, 

. ” Saved ! saved !” and so he was — “ with the power of an endless life !” 

Thus, the last of the four Reese brothers has gone to his rest. Between the 
four, from first to last, they were identified with the Methodist Protestant 
Church from its very foundation up, almost, to the close of the first half century 
of its existence; and few, if any, did more, during that long interval, to promote 
its welfare and secure its success. 

From his late home in St. Michael’s, his remains were conveyed Iw steamer 
to Baltimore, accompanied by several of his ministerial brethren. Here they 
were met by others of the Conference, including the President, Rev. D. W. 
Bates, and borne to Baltimore Cemetery, where, as it has been, beautifully said 
by another, “ At the twilight hour of closing day, amid the shadows of the 
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quiet, raooii-lit evening, its stillness only broken by the reading of the burial 
service by the officiating clergy, he was gently laid to rest,” and left to mingle 
Ills sacred dust with that of his honored brothers and other kindred, till the 
resurrection morning, when those who sleep in Jesus God shall bring with Him. 

The service for the dead was pronounced by Rev. J. W. Everist, assisted by 
Rev. W. M. Poisal and the President of the Conference. Requiescat in 'pace!

HEY. SAMUEL GUEST VALLIANT. 

The subject of this sketch was Iwrrn in Tall)ot count}^ Md., December 21st, 
1852, and died at his father’s residence, in said county, July 11th, 1877. 

He was the son of Wm. H. Valliant, Esq., and his mother was the daughter 
of Samuel Guest, Esq., of Raltimore city. In early life he was a devoted stu- 
dent, and seldom ejijoyed the ordinary sports of boys. He used to amuse 
himself by writing articles on the current subjects of the day, under assumed 
titles. His sedentary habits prevented that development of physical force, so 
1 ‘s.sential to the active labors of ministerial life. He was converted to God, and 
joined the Methodist Protestant Church, in his boyhood; and began his public 
ministrations when only sixteen ye.ars old. His first field of labor was by the 
appointment of the President of the Conference to Williamsport and Berkeley 
Circuit. In the following spring of 1870 he came to Westminster to attend 
the session of the Conference, and was received into the itinerancy. At this 
Conference he was appointed to Kent Circuit, under the superintendency of 
Rev. H. C. Cushing. His labors here were very acceptable ; but his zeal was 
beyond his strength. He remained in Kent with Bro. Cushing for two years. 
Bro. ('ushing writes of him as follows : “ I first saw Rev. S. G. Valliant at the 
Conference in Westminster, in 1870. He had been preaching a few months on 
Williamsport Circuit, under the superintendence of Rev. John D. Kinzer. _ 1 was 
struck with the fiailness of his l)ody, and his very youthful appearance. 
Physically, he looked like an old man, while his face and confiding manner in- 
dicated the child. For two years he was my colleague on Kent Circuit. Up 
t«) the time of his coming with me he had been preaching extempore. I re- 
quested him to prepare a sermon in writing, for, not having the opportunity to 
hear him preach, I desired to know something about both the matter and man- 
ner of his pulpit ministrations. In a few days he brought me a manuscript, 
which I read with surprise and admiration.' It was evidently the production 
of a mature mind. I looked in vain for a mistake, or a weak place in it. I 
handed it back to him in silence. He immediately asked for my criticism. I 
could only reply, ‘ I have none to make.’ After this I frequently conversed 
with him on scriptural and theological topics, and never, that I remember, had 
occasion to differ from him in opinion. Not then twenty years old, I found 
him mature in mind, and manly in everything, except his physical constitution. 
Me had a i)erfect passion for sermonizing, enjoying it more than he did his 
daily bread. 1 saw how needful it was for him to take exercise, and urged it 
upon liim as a conscientious duty; but the truth is, there was scarcely natural 
vigor enough in his mortal frame when I first knew him, to serve as a basis of 
physical manhood. His pulpit efforts were admirable, yet none could hear him 
M’ithout lamenting the absence of that bodily strength which alone was needed 
to make them effective. After many an effort he would sink down in the pul- 
pit, utterly exhausted, and have to be taken in an unconscious state to his 
lodgings. A healthy mental activity is usually the result of a vigorous physi- 
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cal manhood ; or, at least, the former is seldom found apart from tlie latter ; 
but with him the case was exactly reversed. Here was a mind clear, bright, 
burning, and, seemingly like the sun, feeding on its own hidden resources. 
But, alas ! was it not so. that the oil was exhausted, and the flame of life, burn- 
ing so brightly, w'as but consuming the wick ?” 

He w’as inclined to rest for a while after leaving Kent Circuit, but consented 
to go to Alexandria, Va., as assistant to Dr. Killgore. He afterwaid was sent 
to North Carolina Avenue Mission, in Washington, D. C. Here he labored 
with great zeal and effectiveness. Rev. O. Cox, who had charge of the mission, 
spoke of his pulpit efforts as really wonderful for one so young. Here he l)e- 
came acquainted with Miss Kate Clemens, whom he married the following 
spring. He then returned to his father’s for a season of rest and recreation, 
but was soon called to take charge of East Baltimore Station, where he labored 
successfully until Confeience. His next appointment was to Laurel Station, 
Delaware. Here he labored for two years with gieat acceptability ; endeared 
to the people, he expressed a wish that the Conference would let him remain 
there the full time allowed by law. This, indeed, was his last field of minis- 
’terial toil. He was taken sick before Conference, and did not reach Westmin- 
ster, the place where he first attended its sessions, and where, seven years after, 
he was transferred to the list of superannuates. 

He was removed from Laurel to his father’s residence in Talbot county, Md., 
where he lingered on until death released him from his sufferings. His father 
wrote “ that he was brought home about the flrst of May, so ill that he was 
brought on a bed, unable to walk, but calm and cheerful. He suffered greatly 
from a tumor, which had long since formed an abscess, which baffled all skill 
As calm and cheerful as ever in his life, he bade all good-bye, and seemed to 
pass away. After which he revived, opened his eyes, looked around, and ssiid, 
•Am I coming back ?’ His face grew bright, and still brighter, until it was the 
brightest by far that I ever beheld. He talked in a strong, clear voice, for a 
minute or more. He seemed as transformed into an angel of light, surpassing 
any description that I can give, and thus calmly passed away, or fell asleep in 
Jesus.” 

A beautiful letter which we received from his afflicted widow, tells of his 
calm and happy contemplation of death. He said to her : “ Kate, if it were 
not for you, 1 would rather go to heaven now ; but if it is the Lord’s will, I 
would not leave you.” Their only child had died before his father, and he 
spoke of seeing it in that beautiful world on high. 

“ Thanks be to God, who giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” T. D. VALIANT,

REV. WILLIAM C. AMES. D. D. S. 

The Committee appointed upon the obituary of Rev. Wm. C. Ames, D. D. S., 
of the Maryland Annual Conference of the M. P. Church, report: 

Bro. Ames died March 10th, 1878, at the parsonage on Caroline Circuit. His 
death was suddeu and unexpected. Though he had been indisposed for about 
two weeks, even his own family did not apprehend any serious result until the 
evening before he died, on Sabbath morning. Death, though coming as a thief 
in the night, did not And him unprepared to respond to his summons. It is 
evident from the last declarations that fell from his lips, that he died with a 
blessed anticipation of the rest that remains for the people of God. As his 
friends were endeavoring in his dying moments to relieve his sufferings, he re- 
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marked, “ I shall soon be in that world where there is no more pain or suffering.” 

A number of his brethren, of the Conference, were summoned by telegraph 
to attend his funeral the day before tlie assembling of the Conference. After a 
very impressive memorial service, participated in by a number of his minis- 
terial brethren, we consigned his remains to their last rest in the cemetery, near 
the church and parsonage at Union Corner, Caroline county, Md. 

Bro. Ames was born in Clearfield county. Pa., in 1839, and converted in 
early manhood. He then entered the College at Dayton, Pa., to complete his 
studies and prepare for the ministry. He was received into the Maryland An- 
nual Conference in the year 1869, and from that period to the day of his death 
faithfully preached the Gospel of Jesus to thousands in various fields of labor 
within the bounds of the Conference, and where he went he was highly 
esteemed and much beloved by all with whom he had intercourse. He was a 
warm-hearted, self-sacrificing man, cheerful in disposition, and generous to the 
needy, almost beyond his means. 

As a preacher, Bro. Ames was decidedly practical ; although, at times, lie 
might have been considered by some to be rather metaphysical in his pulpit 
effort, and to lay out too wide a field for the discussion of the subject he had 
in hand. But, even admitting this, all who have heard him preach, must ac- 
knowledge that, as he warmed up in his subject, bold, fearless truths fell from 
his lips, which told with unerring*effect upon the consciences of the people to 
whom he preached. His manner was very deliberate and unassuming, with no 
attempt at display. His whole desire seemed to be to hide behind the cross, 
and hold up Jesus to the people. Out of the pulpit, he was a Christian gentle- 
man — courteous, approachable at all times, and as simple and companionable 
as a little child. As a husband and father, he was especially kind and thought- 
ful, ever anticipating the desires and wants of his family, and leaving no effort 
unemployed to contribute to their happiness. 

He leaves a wife and three small children to mourn their loss. May He, who ' 
has promised to l)e a husband to the widow and a father to the orphan, give 
them all needed grace to sustain theni in this their sad bereavement.
